He 
ma le steady progress in bis profes- 
sion after graduation and finally was 
fflven charge of the Washoe Smelter, 
Anaconda, Montana. Hy his energy 
and ability he lias brought this to 
the very front rank.. He so improved 
the efficiency ,,f the plant that over 
a million dollars worth of metal was 
extrade 1 from the dump heap of 
''tailings." 

The honour which has just come to 
McOill through Mr. Matbewson Is In- 
deed a notable one. The Institute of 
Mining an<2 Metallurgy iR the greatest 
institution of its kind in the Iiritish 
Empire. Although but 20 years old 
its fame is world wide, tts honour 



list is made up of those who stand 
at the very top in Science. Once a 
year its coveted gold medal is award- 
ed to the man who ha- done the most 
for the advancement of metallurgy, 
and to receive this medal is the high- 
est distinction and honour in the min- 
ing profession, 

'111 it a McOill graduate should he 
given this mm h sought for prize, 
speaks well for the officient training 
to be had in our Mining Department 
and Mr. Mathewson never loses an 
opportunity of praising his Alma 
Mater or giving a helping hand to 
her deserving younger sons. 

Interviewed hy a special represent- 
ative yesterday, Dr. Porter of Applied 
Science was loud in his praise of Mr. 
Mat hewson's achievement. "Ho has 
been accorded the most signal dis- 
tinction which the world of science 
Can offer to those who achieve great 

things In the department of mining 
engineering," said Dr. Portor.

Those who 
remember last year's wearisome campaign can compare with 
it th.- (dd feuds which renewed discussion ch the same sub- 
ject have awakened. If, in .the whole cat tory of human 
problems and controversial questit n.-, there is one subject 
more thai, any other is incapable of a solution agreeable to 
all concerned, it is this quèstii n of banning alcoholic bever- 
ages from public social functions, However long you may 
discuss the subject and however numerous your arguments 
may le, one's native prejudice or prepossession will hold its

What then is to be done to prevent. a n annual controversy 
which without the least doubt compromises 'the dignity 
and reputation of the Arts Undergraduate Society? Simply 
this: Clear up the matter definitely and decide for all time 
the nature of the Arts dtener or continue from year to 
year with the same understanding as exists in the other 
faculties. In Applied Scimte or Medicine the question of 
'"booze" is never mentioned, It is rarely brought up at the 
meetings because there is ., tacit understanding that the 
vast majority of metrical students have no serious conscien- 
tious objection to the presence of wines at their banquet. 
Th - San e a; idles in -cleace and Law, where the suggestion 
of a "dry dinner" would rain small consideration.

II is not our intention to make env comnarisnn between 
the two diametrically opposite attitudes which are to be 
found In the four Undergraduate societies. They are probab- 

iv both ta d 0:1 certain reasons which appear valid to th it 
respective advocateB. tn Arts there is n,, doubt hut that the 
movement against "wet «lit nrs" has grown apace in the 
Inst three years. The parties stood practically even in 1910; 
last year the "dry's" 1, d a decisive majority; this year 
they have an overwhcln Ing tua'oritv. The era Of "wet din- 
ners" in Arts has passed into history. Our academic facul- 
ty has declared in no uncertain fashion for the principles of 
abstinence as far as ils dinner is concerned. It is not for us 
to discuss the merits or demerits of such a situation. It is 
for us to recognize the wish of the majority : nd to Interpret! 
that wish. Let us have an end to any further discussions 
on the Arts dinner. ForHhe future let it he understood,

There are few national institutions 
of more value and interest to the 
country than the Royal Military Col- 
lege of Canada.

The College is a Government i - 
Btitution, designed primarily for tlie 
purpose of giving instruction -'n all 
brandies of military science to offi- 
cers and Cadets of the Canadian 
Militia.

Medical attendance is also 
provided. 

Whilst the College is organized on 
a strictly military basis tlie unlets 
receive a practical and scientific 
training in subjects essential to a 
Bound modern education. 

The course includes a thorough 
grounding in Mathematics, Civil 
Engineering, Surveying, Physics, 
Chemistry, French and English. 

The strict discipline maintained at 
the College is one of the most valu- 
able features of the course, and, In 
addition, the constant practice of 
gymnastics, drills and outdoor ex- 
ercise of all kinds, ensures health 
and excellent physical condition. 

Commissions in all branches of the 
Imperial service and Canadian Per- 
manent force ni'e offered annually. 

The diploma of graduation is con- 
sidered by the authorities conducting 
the examinations for Dominion Land 
Surveyor to be equivalent to a uni- 
versity degree, and by the regula- 
tions of the Law Society of Ontario, 
it obtains the same exemptions as a 
B. A. degree. 

The length of the course Is three 
years, in three terms of 9J months 
each. 

Tlie total cos! of the course, in- 
cluding board, uniform, instruction- 
al material, and all extras, is about 
?SU0. 

The annual competitive examina- 
tion for admission to the College, 
takes place in May of each year, at 
the headquarters of the several mili- 
tary districts.
